T his fall, UTM will join 
the ranks of other UT- 
system campuses and 
universities belonging to the 
Tennessee Board of Regents 
when it begins compliance 
with a Tennessee Higher 
Education Commission man- 
date from fall 2003. 

This mandate requires 
that all programs leading to 
a bachelor's degree from a 
public institution of higher 
learning must be limited to 
120 credit hours, unless said 
limitation would endanger 
the program's accreditation. 

"For most programs, [120 
hours] is within reasonable 
limits," said Dr. Tom Rakes, 
provost and vice chancellor 
for academic affairs. "Some 
programs will definitely 
have to make adjustments, 
but it's certainly in line with 
what's happening across the 
country." 

Dr. Nancy Warren, pro- 
fessor and chair of nursing, 
is in favor of the changes 
the mandate brought to her 
department. "We're proac- 
tive instead of reactive. We 
[made the change] two years 
ago ... it forced us to do a 
curriculum blueprint." 

The number of credit hours 
required for a degree in nurs- 
ing has been reduced from 
141 to 120. 

"We still have the same 
number of upper-division 
classes. It changed the num- 
ber of hours required in

non-nursing courses," said 
Warren. 

Other programs have hard- 
ly been changed at all. 

"The [hours required for 
a degree in engineering] 
haven't really changed much. 
They are sitting at 128 [hours]; 
they were at 129 before," said 
Dr. Douglas Sterrett, associ- 
ate professor of engineering 
and dean of the College of 
Engineering and Natural 
Science. 

Sterrett added, "The deans 
across the state reached a 
consensus of 128 hours." 

Reactions to the changes 
from students and graduates 
have been mixed. 

"I'm always for finishing 
earlier. Then you can get into 
the real world earlier and get 
more experience. However, a 
little more work is sometimes 
necessary for an academic 
experience. I'm in between," 
said Stephanie Moore, a stu- 
dent from Memphis. 



Dustin Vernon, a UTM 
graduate living in Union City, 
agrees. "I guess in a way it 
can be good because you can 
get out and start working on 
your career ... people just 
want to see a college degree 
nowadays. Really, getting 
out is pretty good." 

This decision follows the 
recently-instituted lottery 
scholarship. Tuition pay- 
ments from this fund cease 
after a scholarship-endowed 
student earns 120 credit 
hours. 

"[The lottery] was not why 
the mandate was made, but 
the people who conceived 
the lottery certainly support- 
ed it," Rakes said. "[They] 
seem to think from an eco- 
nomic-development perspec- 
tive, not a liberal-arts per- 
spective. They don't place as 
much emphasis as we'd like 
on having global knowledge 
and being informed about 
the world."

Speaker Ted Labuza 
is the Morse Alumni 
Distinguished Teaching 
Professor of Food 
Science and Engineering 
at the University of 
Minnesota. He received 
a bachelor's degree and 
doctorate in food sci- 
ence at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 
(MIT), where he taught 
food engineering until 
1971. 

Labuza teaches 
courses in food physi- 
cal chemistry, reaction 
kinetics, food safety 
and risk assessment, 
food processing and 
food law. His research is 
related to the properties 
of water and influence 
of temperature on the 
processing, packaging 
and storage stability of 
foods, drugs and bio- 
logies. 

Labuza's recent work 
on biosecurity has been 
with both the Center 
for Animal Health and 
Food Safety and the 
new Homeland Security 
Center at the University 
of Minnesota. He is 
author of 220 scientific 
refereed research arti- 
cles, 16 textbooks, 70 
book chapters and holds 
seven patents. 

In 1988, he was present- 
ed with the University 
of Minnesota H.T. Morse 
Alumni Distinguished 
Teaching Award for his 
teaching and advising.

Panama City or 
Cancun may come to 
mind when thinking 
of a typical travel des- 
tination during spring 
break. But, for students 
involved with the UTM 
Travel Study Program, 
spring break itinerar- 
ies may have included 
visiting countries such 
as Spain or England or 
taking classes at the 
Universite d'Orleans in 
France. 

Travel studies coordi- 
nator Stan Sieber says 
that traveling abroad is 
a unique opportunity 
for students. "It broad- 
ens their educational 
experience," Sieber says. 
Sieber recently coordi- 
nated four international 
and one domestic pro- 
gram that each traveled 
during spring break. 



Each of the studies 
offer an education com- 
ponent that focuses on 
the history and culture 
of the area and most 
of the programs allow 
students to earn credit. 
"The classes that allow 
you to earn credit for the 
travel study will usu- 
ally meet weekly prior 
to the departure," Sieber 



explained. 

Business students 
who traveled with 
Dr. Thomas Payne to 
Fondon and Paris, even 
got the opportunity to 
take finance classes at 
the Universite d'Orleans 
in France. 

UTM senior Philip 
Rhodes was one of 
those that had the 



opportunity to spend 
his spring break at the 
French university. "I 
was amazed to learn 
that almost every stu- 
dent that we were in 
class with was at least 
bilingual," Rhodes said. 
"The exposure to the 
culture of both Fondon 
and Paris was just amaz- 
mg!" 

For some, the expenses 
for travel study opportu- 
nities can be daunting. 
But, as Rhodes experi- 
enced, there are ways to 
help pay for the trips. "I 
only had to spend $500 
total and then I had to 
pay for a few meals. 
Everything else that I 
did and saw while on 
the trip was paid for," 
Rhodes said. 

Sieber explained that 
everything advertised 
with each one of the

Editorial: Student 
leadership has 
'dried up’ at UTM 



L eadership is one of 
those buzzwords you 
hear around UTM con- 
stantly, be it in Freshman 
Welcome Week activities or 
addresses by campus admin- 
istrators. 

It is a desirable quality to 
be sure, but what does it take 
to be a true leader? 

Well for one, ambition. 
That's why it is our opinion 
that the "leadership pool" 
at UTM has dried up com- 
pletely. 

L.E.A.D. Academy was a 
much-lauded program a few 
years ago, touted as a way to 
reward student leaders in a 
tiered format. 

The UT "Scorecard," a 
program introduced by a 
since-departed university 
president, sets the goal for 
L.E.A.D academy as 475 
enrolled each semester by 
2010. As of the end of last 
year only 175 were enrolled, 
a three-person gain from the 
year prior. Perhaps the goal 
is too lofty for UTM. 

We again see a shortcom- 
ing with the upcoming SGA 



elections. Only one senate 
seat is contested (College of 
Engineering and Natural 
Sciences), and the Secretary 
General post again goes 
without a challenger. There 
are 19 students running for 
23 seats in the senate, pathet- 
ic by any standard. 

Have L.E.A.D. Academy 
and SGA become the run- 
ning jokes of the campus? 
While this newspaper has 
had its fair share of laughs, 
it's become more sad than 
anything. 

The Office of Student Life 
has proposed a new system 
to wrangle in the wander- 
ing student organizations, 
which by and large amounts 
to a "greek-izing" of them. 
We suppose you can point 
to UTM's greek system as a 
model of leadership, but has 
it really come to that? 

Until someone or some 
group steps up with a plan to 
end this leadership drought, 
it might be best for students 
just to go to class, and go 
home. There's nothing else 
Martin has to offer you.

‘NO MORE’ brought message UTM needs to hear 



They drove 30 hours, 
some of it through a snow- 
storm that shut down the 
highway, to bring us a mes- 
sage. Nick, Will, John, and 
Matt, recent graduates of 
William and Mary College 
in Virginia, have logged 
more than 21,000 miles in an 
RV since September. As the 
National Tour of NO MORE, 
the National Organization 
for Men's Outreach for Rape 
Education, they have trav- 
eled to colleges across the 
country to talk to men about 
how they can help a sexual 
assault survivor, and how 
they can be positive forces in 
the fight to end rape. 

These four young men are 
both ordinary and extraor- 
dinary. They are ordinary 
in the sense that they spent 
their freshman and sopho- 
more years at college without 
a clue about sexual assault. 
It was an issue that simply 
didn't register with them. 
Sure, rape is a bad thing, they 
thought, but what does it 
have to do with me? As cam- 
pus leaders (an athletic team 
captain, an Interfraternity 
Council President, a rugby 
player, a fraternity founder) 
they were approached to 
become members of William 
and Mary's "One in Four" 
Group, a men's organization 
whose name comes from the 
disturbing fact that one in 
every four college women is a 
survivor of rape or attempted

rape. They were flattered to 
be asked to take on an addi- 
tional leadership role, but 
they all felt that they were 
too busy (and frankly, not 
that interested). Two things 
changed their minds: seeing 
"The Men's Program: How 
to Help A Sexual Assault 
Survivor: What Men Can 
Do," and being told that One 
in Four membership was a 
two-hour a week commit- 
ment that could have a major 
impact. 

I had the privilege of 
spending some time talk- 
ing to Nick, Will, John, and 
Matt last week when they 
came to UTM. None of them 
ever thought, three or four 
years ago, that they would 
be spending their post-col- 
lege year traveling the coun- 
try in an RV together, giving 
presentations at places like 
the Air Force Academy, Utah 
State College, and confer- 
ences in California and in 
Florida, talking about rape. 
And yet here they were, 
these extraordinary young 
men, speaking to our fra- 
ternity men and our male 
athletes and a mixed group 
of men and women with 



the confidence and ease of 
maturity and practice. They 
know their stuff. These guys 
tell college men that they 
can learn how to help the 
women in their life through 
the recovery process if their 
friends should be unfortu- 
nate enough to be victim- 
ized. They speak frankly 
about drinking. They don't 
pretend to be angels. One 
of them talked about how 
he got so drunk a friend 
was able to talk him into 
consenting to get hit in the 
face - the alcohol made it 
seem like a funny dare. It 
wasn't so funny the next day 
when he woke up with a 
big black eye. It made him 
understand, from the inside 
out, how drinking can cause 
people to make decisions 
without a thought for the 
consequences, which can be 
disastrous. 

These men speak from 
experience about how dif- 
ficult it is to tell a friend that 
it is not cool to disrespect 
women. As they became 
involved as peer educators in 
college, they saw even more 
clearly that men have to take 
a stand against rape and they 
need some information and 
understanding so they can 
do just that. Most men don't 
want to hurt the women in 
their life - in fact, they want 
to protect them from harm. 
Using a gritty police train- 
ing video, the guys help men 



understand that rape is never 
the victim's fault (no mat- 
ter how poor her judgment 
may have been) and that a 
woman's compliance with a 
man's sexual activities may 
mean that she is intimidated 
or has "frozen up" with fear 
and confusion, not that she is 
consenting. They give some 
common-sense advice about 
how a guy can check it out 
to know whether or not his 
partner is okay with what is 
going on. 

After this year, these guys 
are moving on to the rest of 
their lives. They are going 
to law school, to medical 
school, to a consulting job, 
and to a role as a profes- 
sional educator. They will be 
scattered all over the coun- 
try. I can't help but believe 
that the world will have a 
better lawyer, doctor, consul- 
tant, and educator because 
these men dedicated a few 
hours a week in college and 
a year after college to help- 
ing other men tune in to the 
pain and suffering of rape 
survivors and take a positive 
stand to do something about 
it. The motto of SABER, our 
UTM sexual assault preven- 
tion group, is "Respect Each 
Other, Protect Each Other." 
Thanks to Matt, John, Will, 
and Nick, several hundred 
UT Martin students now 
understand a little better just 
how to do that.

Learning to throw hand 
grenades is not a new task 
for the UTM ROTC. But, as 
Cadet Major Robert Ridley 
explains, getting 50 plus 
cadets through an improved 
range with obstacle courses 
and six grenade stations in 
less than two hours is add- 
ing new expertise to age-old 
training. 

The grenade-training con- 
ducted earlier this month 
allowed senior trainer for the 
event. Sergeant First Class 
John Taylor to demonstrate 
the skills he has learned 
with over 15 years of infan- 
try experience. Taylor taught 
the cadets how to properly 
and safely use the weapons. 
The student in charge of the 
range was Cadet Captain 
Ethan Shircel. 

Ridley says that the grenade 
training range included six 
different stations designed 
to provide the cadets with 
real life grenade throwing 
situations. 

The course itself includ- 
ed obstacles and challenges 



such as climbing over a wall 
while maintaining a low 
profile, maneuvering a low 
crawl under barbed wire 
that requires the face and 
all parts of the body to be in 
the dirt, throwing grenades 
from a prone and kneeling 
position, and knocking out 
a bunker that requires the 
cadets to assess the bunker 
and then throw a grenade 
inside and quickly get out of 
blasting range. 

At each station the cadets 
were given the opportunity 
to throw two grenades with 
one of them being required 
to come within five meters 
(lethal range) of the target. 

According to Ridley, 
this course was very well 
done and effectively emu- 
lated the scenarios that the 
cadets will face during the 
Leadership Development 
and Assessment Course that 
cadets are required to pass 
prior to receiving their com- 
mission. 

"Sergeant Taylor put a 
lot of work into this course 
and built most things from 
scratch with his own hands," 
Ridley says. 



UTM to be represented 
on two national boards 



Dr. Mary Lee Hall, 

UTM dean of the 
College of Educa- 
tion and Behavioral 
Sciences, recently 
was elected as an at- 
large member of the 
Advisory Council 
of State Represen- 
tatives (ACSR) ex- 
ecutive board of the 
American Associa- 
tion of Colleges for 
Teacher Education 
(AACTE). Dr. Hall 
currently serves as 
the president of the 
Tennessee Associa- 
tion of Colleges for 
Teacher Education. 

The AACTE is com- 
mitted to helping states orga- 
nize chapters and recognizes 
45 state chapter associations 
of colleges for teacher edu- 
cation. An AACTE chapter 
is a statewide organization 
that monitors and promotes 
teacher education at the state 
level. Each chapter is dedi- 
cated to working with state 
legislatures, state agencies, 
and other governmental bod- 
ies to improve the teaching 
force in its state and through- 
out the country. 

State chapters also help 
identify important issues 
for AACTE to monitor and 
manage. The presidents or 
liaison representatives from 
these chapters are members 
of the ACSR. ACSR meets 
twice annually to advise the 
national organization on 
state policy issues and helps 
set the policy agenda for the 
coming year.

Calcium plays a vital 
role in our diet and is 
the most abundant min- 
eral in the body. An ad- 
equate intake of calcium 
helps everyone grow a 
healthy skeleton early in 
life and minimizes bone 
loss later in life. 

Ninety-nine percent of 
the calcium in our bod- 
ies is found in our bones 
and teeth. Calcium is an 
important part in our 
bone structure, which 
provides a frame to hold 
our body upright and 
serves as an attachment 
for our muscles. It serves 
as a calcium bank, which 
helps in the absorption of 
the other minerals in our 
fluids and in the regula- 
tion of muscle contraction 
and relaxation. 

A low calcium intake 
during childhood can lead 
to stunted growth, which

leads to a failure to achieve 
an optimal bone mass. Most 
people achieve optimal 
bone mass by the age of 20 
and start losing it by age 40. 
Osteoporosis, a calcium de- 
ficiency, occurs when bones 
become fragile and dense 
and it affects more than 25 
million people in the United 
States, mostly women. 

Calcium is found most 
abundantly in dairy prod- 
ucts, which consist of milk, 
yogurt, cheese, and ice 
cream. Some people per- 
ceive these types of food to 
be "fattening," so people 
end up omitting them from 
their diet. 

Other reasons why some 
people don't receive calcium 
in their diet simply because 
their culture lacks milk 
products, a person might be 
vegan, or because a person 
is allergic to milk or is un- 
able to digest it ("lactose-in- 
tolerant"). People with lac- 
tose intolerance are advised 
to drink soymilk or lactose- 



free milk. 

Non-milk sources of cal- 
cium include tofu, corn tor- 
tillas, almonds, and sesame 
seeds. Among vegetables 
that contain calcium are 
mustard and turnip greens, 
parsley, broccoli, and spin- 
ach. Oysters and small fish 
cooked with their bones, 
such as sardines, offer good 
sources of calcium. There are 
also calcium-fortified foods, 
and a food that is fortified is 
when certain nutrients are 
added to foods that were 
not present or present in in- 
significant amounts. Some 
examples of fortified foods 
are orange juice or other 
fruit juices, high-calcium 
milk, and different cereals. 
Having a diet that includes 
dairy products, vegetables, 
fortified foods, supplements, 
and exercising will give you 
results of an optimum calci- 
um level in your diet, which 
will prevent osteoporosis 
later in life.

Albritton said. 

Albritton is opposed by 
Rachel Hammond, a senator 
in the College of Business and 
Public Affairs. Hammond 
served on the Campus 
Observation Committee. 

"We passed a lot of legisla- 
tion and have a lot more that 
we have to do our homework 
on. We're a really diverse 
party with a lot of back- 
grounds." 

Hammond is running 
with Orr on the Effective 
Connections ticket. 

The only contested Senate 
race is in the College of 
Engineering and Natural 
Sciences, but the only can- 
didate to appear at the event 
was freshman Rebecca 
Dailey, who is running on 
the UTM First ticket.

When asked if the pro- 
posal was in writing, Orr 
said he had a three-page pro- 
posal but did not bring it to 
Senate. 

Sen. Jake Dunavant moved 
that SGA give the $650 to the 
basketball team. A 

roll call vote was taken to 
close the discussion on the 
motion for the proposal, but 
the motion did not pass. 

The proposal was tabled 
until the next meeting. 

President Dusty Dean said 
Orr's committee was unpre- 
pared for the meeting and 
that he "will only consider 
well researched, written pro- 
posals once they come across 
[his] desk."

studies is included in the price. He also says 
that there is money out there to help stu- 
dents. "Some colleges may have grants avail- 
able to students. There is also some money 
available for students through the Center 
of Global Studies," Sieber explains. Rhodes 
and others on the trip were paid for because 
of a Title VI grant received by their college. 

Sieber also encourages students to check 
with their dean or department chair to see if 
money is available for travel programs. 

When asked if he would recommend the 
travel study program to other students, 
Rhodes was insistent that everyone who can 
take advantage of the opportunity should. 
"It is a great experience that everyone should 
try. If it's in your area of study, then by all 



means, do it," Rhodes said.

For the World War II enthu- 
siast, the next 2 months will 
hold a world of interest for 
you. Running through May 
27, there is an exhibit hon- 
oring the devastation of 
World War II in the museum 
annex in Paul Meek Library 
entitled "The Way I Saw It," 
on loan from the Tennessee 
State Museum. It is a collec- 
tion of photographs taken 
by Major Joe Thompson Jr., 
a retired airman from the 
US Army Air Corps when 
he was stationed in England 
throughout the American 
involvement of World War II 
and in various other sites as 
he flew reconnaissance mis- 
sions and bomb raids. 

Joe Thompson Jr. was born 
and raised in Nashville, 



Tenn. He attended Vanderbilt 
University and graduated in 
1941. In July of that year he 
enlisted in the US Army Air 
Corps. His flight training 
was completed in 1942 and 
upon completion was sent 
to Great Britain as one of the 
first American pilots to enter 
the war. 

While stationed in 
England he flew with the 
Royal Air Force for sever- 
al months before he joined 
an American unit. For the 
remainder of the war, about 
three years. Major Thompson 
flew dozens of missions as a 
combat and reconnaissance 
pilot. His experience in com- 
bat led him to receive the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the French Croix de Guerre, 
which was only given to 
foreign pilots and the Air 
Medal, which he received 16 



times. 

While Thompson was in 
Europe he took over 600 pic- 
tures, some of which are on 
display at Paul Meek Library. 
Major Thompson returned 
to the US in the spring of 
1945 following the surrender 
of Germany to the Allied 
Forces. Following his dis- 
charge, he entered the insur- 
ance business and settled in 
his hometown of Nashville 
which is where he lives cur- 
rently today. 

The exhibit includes not 
only photographs of various 
military and tourist sites in 
Europe, but also includes 
some original artifacts that 
belonged to Major Thompson 
while he was fighting. These 
items include: his log book, 
his flying helmet, his oxygen 
mask, his flying goggles, his 
gloves, the camera he used

These pictures and items 
displayed in the exhibit are 
a testimony to the sacrifice 
of so many brave young men 
and women who gave their 
lives to fight the Nazi pow- 
ers. 



Richard Saunders, cura- 
tor for Paul Meek Library, 
reminds us that, "Most men 
in World War II were young- 
er than the students here 
on campus." These pictures 
properly illustrate that fact, 
as some pictures show Major 
Thompson as an "old man" 
of 22 or 23 years of age. 

"It was really interesting 
and I learned a lot," said 
Kristy Leach, an alumnus 
of UTM. The exhibit is open 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Mon. through Fri. every eve- 
ning and will be open until 
May 27. 

Dr. Saunders said that the 
next exhibit, which will not 
be arriving until August, 
will be on loan from the US 
Holocaust Museum and is 
called "Operation Rescue."

A good horror flick is 
hard to come by.

Former Lady Pacer Pat Head Summitt is 
winningest basketball coach of all time

Former UTM Lady 
Pacer Pat Head Summittt 
passed legendary Uni- 
versity of North Carolina 
coach Dean Smith last 
Tuesday night with career 
victory 880, becoming the 
winningest college bas- 
ketball coach of all time. 

After the game, NCAA 
officials presented Sum- 
mitt with the game ball 
and a plaque commemo- 
rating the night. 

The university also an- 
nounced that the court at 
Thompson-Boling Arena 
will be named "The Sum- 
mitt." 

"I just want to thank 
all those that have been 
behind our basketball 
program for years," 
said Summittt. "It really 
touches me. It's a tremen- 
dous honor. I don't think 
there could have been a 
better gift." 

Summitt holds nearly 
every NCAA tournament 
record for a women's 
coach including most 
NCAA titles (six). Final 
Four appearances (15), Fi- 
nal Four wins (17), tour- 
nament appearances (24), 
tournament games (104) 
and tournament wins 
(87). 

Prior to Summittt's 
coaching career she was 
a standout player at 
Cheatham County High 



School in Ashland City, 
Tenn., was a member of 
the UTM Lady Pacer bas- 
ketball team from 1970- 
1974. 

During her tenure at 
UTM, she led the Lady 
Pacers to a 64-29 record, 
and set career records for 
points scored (1405), free 
throws made and free 
throws attempted. 

Summitt's number 55 
was the first women's 
basketball jersey to ever 
be retired at UTM. 

Mary Kate Long, and 
current Skyhawk wom- 
en's basketball head 
coach Tara Tansil are the 
only others to have their 
jersey hang from the raf- 
ters in the Elam Center. 

In 1974, after Summitt's 
playing days at UTM, 
she was named to the 
1976 Olympic Women's 
basketball team. 

Summitt served as co- 
captain and helped the 
United States capture a 
silver medal. She also 
served as head coach of 
the 1984 Olympic wom- 
en's basketball team, and 
guided them to a gold 
medal winning perfor- 
mance. 

Summitt is scheduled 
to be the UTM com- 
mencement speaker dur- 
ing graduation ceremo- 
nies on Saturday, May 
14, at the Tom and Kath- 
leen Elam Center
